20 stab wounds; Billy Mallery, 12 deep 
stab wounds and head supposed to bo 
fractured; Adam Shiermaii, stabbed 
three times and blade broken off in a 
wound; John O'Neill, stabbed in the 
face and back; Henry Schaefer, clubbed 
into insensibility; William Ziaker, cut 
in he»d and injured internally from 
being jumped upon. 


Mallery was unmercifully clubbed 


and slashed. He was stabbed in tho 
head and hack fully a dozen times. 
After receiving the first cut he tried to 
escape by running down Franklin hill. 
He was pursued by the Hungarians, 
who kept sticking their knives and 
dirks into his back while running. Ho 
finally dropped from weakness. Shier- 
man received two stabs in the head and 
one ugly gash in the right shoulder 
blade and a portion of the blade is still 
in his hack.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. -In his fourth 


annual report the secretary of agri- 
culture shows that with §180,000 which 
may be saved from the appropriations, 
.for the current fiscal year, there will 
foave been converted back into the 
treasury since March 7, 1893, over $2,- 
000,000. 


That this great economy was effect- 


ed without any loss of efficiency he at- 
tributes in a large degree to the im- 
provement of the personnel of the force 
under the civil service rules. 


One more step 
Secretary Morton 


deems necessary to complete the sys- 
tem of civil service in his department, 
/This is the appointment of a director 
in charge of bureaus and scientific in- 
vestigations who shall be designated 
to serve as acting 'secretary in case of 
,Jbe absence simultaneously of the sec- 
'^retary and assistant secretary. 


He declares that the chiefs of the 


scientific bureaus and divisions and 
their assistants do the actual thinking 
and reasoning for the development of 
agricultural science, and adds that the 
persons are not adequately 
compen- 


sated. He states that during the past 
-few years no less than 32 skilled ex- 
perts in the department service have 
left it to take positions ' in institutes 
of learning at salaries averaging fully 
BO per cent, higher than they were get- 
ting from the goverament. 


The inspection of animals intended 


for food is treated at length. Mr. Mor- 
ton urges that government inspection 
should be extended to all animals in- 
tended for human food, whether for 
consumption in the United States or 
abroad, but he maintains that cost of 
.Ahia inspection should bo paid by the 
packers. 


The total consumption of meat in 


Great Britain for the year was 1,100,- 
000 tons, 75 per cent, of which was pro- 
duced at home, the remaining 25 per 
cent, of which was produced abroad. 
Of the live meat arriving in Great 
Britain during the first half of the 
year of 1896, the United Statessupplied 
75 per cent, of the cattle and 
45 


per 
cent 
of 
the 
sheep. 
The 


testimony of 
the department rep- 


resentatives 
abroad 
is 
that cat- 


tle from the United States arrive in 
English ports in excellent condition. 
The Glasgow market is especially com- 
mended to American shippers, as in 
that city cattle from the United States 
compete with the very highest quality 
of British animals. 
American pack- 


ers 
are 
not participating in the 


profits of the growth in consump- 
tion of swine flesh and hog products 
in Great Britain as 
much as they 


ought to, because they do not cure 
meats to suit the British demand; on 
the other hand, Danish and Canadian 
packers are increasing their shipments 
every year. American bacon averages 
about two cents per pound below con- 
tinental Irish bacon, and about three 
cents below English. 


The shipment of American horses to 


England is steadily increasing. 


The seeds distributed gratuitously 


by the government during the present 
fiscal year weighed 230 tons and occu- 
pied 30' mail cars in transit. The cost 
of carrying them through the mails

Secretary Morton refutes the idea 


prevailing that the farms of the west 
»nd south arc more heavily burdened 
than those of the east and northeast- 
States along the north Atlantic, he 
lays, are quite heavily encumbered 
with farm mortgages, and New Jersey 
carries a debt of this kind greater in 
proportion to its fnrm valuations than 
&ny stale in the Union. 


Referring to the stress of competi- 


tion which the American farmer is 
compelled to endure, Mr. Morton calls 
i-ttention to nearly two million farms 
of 80 acres each given away by the gov- 
ernment under the homestead act of 
1866 during the past 30 years, and to 
the amount donated under the timber 
tulture law equivalent to-, over 550.000 
snore ffirms of the same si/e. It was 
Impossible, he says, for farmers in the 
j>ld states to profitably sell their prod- 
acts in competition with those of the 
newer states, grown upon lands which 
:ost their owners nothing. 


During the fiscal year just ended the 


•xported products of American farms 
aggregated 8570,000,000, an increase of 
flT,000,000 over the preceding year. 
In 


ipite of this, there was a falling off in 
Ihe per ccntage of agricultural pro- 
ducts exported to the total exports, 
but this was due to the unprecedented 
sale abroad of American manufactured 
joods. 


The principal market for American 


products is found in the United King- 
dom of (In-lit liritnin and her colonies. 
These English sru'itking people bought 
iS por cent, of oxi«.->rts from the United 
States during the tise.il year l^'.'ii.
